\ N 7 E, Your Majcſties moſt Loy- 

al and Obedient Subjects, 
conſidering, That it hath 
pleaſed Almighty God by a wonderful 
Providence to bring to light the Devi- 
liſh Attempts and Plors of oor Adver- 
faries,the Papilts, againſt Your Majcſtics 
Sacred Perſon, Your Government, the 
True Proteſtant Relizion, - the Lives, 
Liberties and Properrics of Your Pro- 
reſtant Subjects; And , That by the 
Letters and Papers of the Confpirators 
themſelves it doth appeer, that one of 
the moſt efſetual Mcans they propoſed 
toaccomplith their Def:gns, was by the 
procuring the ſrequent Adjourning 4 
Proroguing,or Diſlclving of Your Parlt 
aments ; Were ſurprized with Altoniſh- 
ment at the vuntumecly* Diſſolution of 
Your latc Parliaments, before Your Mi 
jeſty and They could fully purſue the 
Diſcovery and Suppreſſion of the ſaid 
Deſigns and Conſpiracics , or provide 
Remedies neceſſary for the Prefervation 
of Your Sacred Perlon and Govern- 
ment ,. and the Proteſtant Keligion at 
Home and Abroad. Bur we ſtand more 


amazed at the Utiprefidented _— 
ſome Private Perfons, who (by Pri 
Papers, and otherwife) rake vpon them 
ro Arraign and Condemn_ the Proceeds 
ings of Your Two 'kft Parkaments, 
which (as Your Petitioners humbly con- 
ccive) plainly rends to bring that part 
of the Conſtitution into Contempt, and 
in tlie Conſequence of. it to Difſolve the 
Ancient Government and its Funds 
mentals, the Prefervation whereof is 
abſolutely neceſlary for Your Majeſtics 
Honour , Power and Greatneſs. But

to repreſent to Your Majeſty, That by 
theſe Means , contrary to your Royal 
larention, Occafion is taken by the Con- 
ſpirators, and their Complices , to ha» 
en-and accompliſh that Ruine of Your 
Majc{ty, Your Kingdoms, and the whole 
Proteſtant Intereſt, which hath been 
ſo long Projetted and Profecuted by 
t'.e- Conncehs of Rowe and its Adhe&

ln the purſuit of which They are 
chiefly - animated by the continuing 
Hopes of a Popiſh Succeſſor , and ſhar- 
pened by the Juſtice done upon the 
late Viſcouar Stafford » and other Con- 
ſpirators. And the continued and great 
Confidence of the Party, is daily viſible 
in the Numerous relorty of ; pill 
about Your Roysl Palace and this City. 

Alſo we ſhould be deficient in Our 
Duty, ſhould we not Repreſent to Your 
Majeſty the Neceſſity of maintaining 
Your Dominion and Sovercigaty of the 
Seas, and the full Exerciſing Your Royal 
Naval Power; the want whereof hath 
been the Occaſion , that not only very 
many of Your Subjects Ships, and great 
Eſtates therein, have been taken , bur 
al/o Multitudes of Your good Subjects 
and Able Sea-men, have of late beca 
carried into and held in _ Sha- 
very by the erawes , which will in 
time (if ft) not only be an 
Encouragement to Others to commit 
further Outrages and Depredations up- 
on Your Subjects and their Ships , but 
will alſo incvitably be the Occaſion of 
the decay of Trade, and of Impairing 
the Strength fo Neceſlary tor the De- 


fence of your Kingdoms. 


And as our Duty,from —_— 
fions we have of the Imminent ers 
that Your Majeſtics Royal Perſon and 
Government , our Religion, and all that 
is near and dear unto Us lies Expoſed to, 
obliges us humbly to offer the ſame to 
Your Princely Conhderation , fo we do 
with all Fidclity and Humility aſſure 
Your Majeſty, That we are very far 
from being moved by any Common- 
wealth Priaciples, in Oppolition to the 

ſh Monarchy, which we eſteem the 
beſt of Governments z or by any Ambi- 
tious or Fa{tous Deligns + nor are we 
forther concerned for our felves therein, 
than is natural for Mcn under Common 
Danger to look out for Common Safte- 
ty. 

And fecing our Danger is ſo Apparent 
and Viſible, we do in all Humility apply 
our ſelves to your Sacred Majeſty , 
ſeeching Your Majeſty to have regard 
to the Valuable, Ilnduſtrious, and great 
Part of Your People, by whom Your 


Government, Your Revenue, and Yonr 
Kingdom is ſupported, and aſſure Your 
Majeſty we will Expoſe our Selves, our 
Lives and Fortunes , and all things dear 
to Us, for the Preſeryation of Your Ma- 
jeſtics Royal Perſon , Your Goveramear 
and the Proteſtant Rebgion. 


And inaſmneb as the ſame can be no 
wAy effettually ſecured but by the 
Joyme Endeavems of Your Majeſty 
and Tour Great Councel the Parlia- 
ment, Tour I.iuoners confidently 

ne that no Miſinformations or 
p 00 created or raiſed by ill 
Men , for the Accompliſhment of 
their wicked Deſigns, can have any 
ſuch Impreſſion on Tour Royal Mind 
as to lefſen Towr due Efteem of Vour 
great Councel the Parliament, Do 
moſt bambly pray, That Tour Ma- 
1fty will cauſe a Parliament to Af 
ſemble and Sit, will they bave þo far 
oceeded, that due Proviſion may 
be made, and full Scxrity bad and 
obtained, for Tour Mayeſtics Royal 
Perſon and Tewr Feople in all the 
fard Marters,
